3y November 11, 1918, and 


only for 75 mm. guns, American 
factories had turned out four and 


one-quarter million high-explosive 
shells. Up to the time of the 


Armistice factories had turned out 
500,000 gas shells. lor howitzers, 
firing shrapnel, American facto- 
ries had turned out seven and 
one-quarter million shells. 

The various types of grenades 
did not use as much steel as the 
artillery shells, but they did use 
huge quantities of cast iron, mal- 


'leable iron, sheet metal and terne- 


plate—steel plated with tin. 


We include here under the term 
“erenade,” rifle grenades, and_ in- 
cendiary grenades. About. 28,000,- 
000 of these various types of 
grenades had been produced in 
the United States up to the date 
of the: Armistice. More: signific- 


ant, is that contracts had been 
handed: out for 68,000,000 more 
at the time the Armistice was 


signed. 
*% Tied To Operations. 


(We ask readers to remember 
that the main point we are try- 
ing to make'here ts that the iron 
and “steel industry of imperialist 
nations is inseparably connected 
with their military operations.) 

On Nov. 11, 1918, the: regular 
equipment for an American army 
division called for 260 heavy ma- 
chine guns and 768 automatic 
rifles. We have already dealt with 
the added demands. made. by. high 
on the technical re- 


ada there had been manufactured, 
only for military requirements, 
over a quarter million machine 
guns and automatic rifles; 32,000 
Lewis. antiaircraft guns had been 
turned out.

The Ordnance Department esti- 
mate called for. about 300,000 
rounds of ammunition per mnia- 
chihe gun per year.- 

During the World War eo hck 
mortars became one of the most 
important weapons. -They could 
throw a.charge of high explosive 
into enemy positions with an: ab- 
solute minimum of energy; they 
were one of the cheapest weapons 
to operate. 


The extensive use of trench 
mortars made. additional demands 
on the steel industry. These mor- 
tars varied in calibre from the 3- 
inch Newton-Stokes, the favorite 
trench mortar of the British gen- 
eral staff, to the 240 mm. calibre 
used by the French. Belgian and 


American forces. These mortats 
and the shells they used were 
made of steal tubing. For this 


one requiremént 2,700,000 feet of 
steel tubing were made. The sole 
exception to this was that shells 
for .@inch mortars were made of 
cast iron. Factories, which in 
so-called. peace time made stoves, 
were organized to produce shells 
for 6inch mortars. 


DEFENSIVE ARMOR IN THE 
WORLD WAR AND ITS DE- 
MAND UPON THE STEEL 
INDUSTRY.

| Relief Slashes Seen 
As Federal. Deficit 


W ASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—In- 
dicative of the assaults on relief 
expenditures) ow hich the Roose- 


velt administration is. preparing to 


make, are the latest reports of 
the U. S. Treasury Department, 
showing a rapidly mounting de- 
ficit and a. federal debt far in 


excess of the highest figure pre- 
viously attaine? 

Jankers are alarmed: -because 
the deficit for the first half of 
the present fiscal year is half a 
billion dollars more than for the 
same period of the previous year, 
in spite of increases in revenue 
of half a billion. With a less 
than six months deficit of $1,696,- 
286,861 and a federal debt of 
$28,480,663,124+, they have become 
alarmed over the safety of their 
own loans ,to the government. 

In obedience to orders, Roose- 
velt is now preaching economy, 
which can be done in only one 
way, by cutting the amount spent

on relief and slashing wages. 
The war budget is of course ‘in- 
creasing, and debt expenditures 


can not: be lessened. This. leaves 
the workers to bear the burden 
of Roosevelt “economy’—by pay- 
ing heavier taxes and receiving 
still less than their presént miser- 
able relief.
